Used by Man Hundreds of Years Ago

The tow line is doubtless the earliest, 
as it is still the sim plest, application of 
a rope for the removal of m aterial. 
H itched to a floating log, the genesis 
of all w ater craft, canoe or sledge, it 
w as used before history learned the 
a rt of w riting or m ankind the a rt of 
reading. 
The tow line w as com bined w ith the 
suspension cable as a m eans of cross­ 
ing stream s in the m ountains of H in­ 
dustan at a very rem ote period. 
The 
suspension cable, often several hun­ 
dred foot In length, w as m ade of tw ist­ 
ed fibers or slender stalks of climbing 
vines. 
This w as solidly secured to 
large trees or m asses of rocks on the 
bniffcs of the chasm s to be crossed. On 
this cable a wooden block, grooved un­ 
derneath, w as placed, suspended from 
which w as a sm all rude platform or a t 
tim es a sim ple loop of rope for the 
passenger or baggage. 
The wooden 
block, w ith Its attached load, w as pull­ 
ed across the chasm in either direction 
by a tow line attached to the block. 
This rude contrivance Is the genesis of 
the m ost refined aerial ropew ay s of the 
present day and of the suspension 
bridge also, which is, of a crude form, 
' of very great antiquity ,

Late In May, a fte r Virginia had se­ 
ceded. some 30,000 of us were sent over 
to the south side of the Potom ac, where 
f o r . week s we tore the flowery fields 
lining the shore with long intrench- 
m ents. 
M eantim e I w rote three letters to Mr.

MEMORY OF TURTLES. 


Lnjr Tlielr E« cg* Almost In the Same 
IMnce Year After Year. 
D uring the sum m er m onths from 
May to August the b ig sea turtles lay 
their eggs on the b eaeh. 
They come 
possib ly hundreds of miles, and if un- 
disturlH*d will land w ithin a few yards 
of the sam e place year after year. 
They crawl up the b each in the night 
and m ake their nest in the sand ju st 
ab ov e high w ater m ark. I hav e w atch­ 
ed them from b ehind a sandhill b u t a 
few feet away. 
They dig the hole w ith their hind 
flippers, and a fte r cov ering it ov er, 
first filling it w ith eggs, they will go a 
few feet and m ake another place, I al­ 
w ays thought as a b lind, for one looks 
Just like the other. 
They luy each 
m onth, usually during the high tides of 
tha t month, b eginning in May and 
ending in August, from 9 0 to 18 5 eggs. 
D uring the sum m er I 
found and 
b rought into cam p 2.755 eggs. 
I put 
som e in the sand near our camp, and 
in tw enty-sev en days the top eggs 
b atched, the rest in three days more. 
The little turtles would dig out. raise 
their little heads and sniff the air a 
moment, then sta rt for the riv er. 100 
yards away. 
It w as alw ays a m ys­ 
tery to me how a tu rtle could find the 
sam e place on the shore when a short 
distance out at sea it all looks a lik e - 
ju st sandy ridges, w ith scrub palm etto 
and coarse grass.—Forest and Stream .

tles som ewhere on the b ack of the 
b east in the pasture at night and then, 
w hile slowly fanning its w ings to ami

in 
diam eter. 
Through this hole he sucks the b lood 
till satisfied. 
One wound would b e of little conse 
quence, nor would the loss of b lood do 
much dam age w ere that all, b ut half a 
dozen v am pires may feast on one poor 
calf or ou the b ack of a saddle horse 
in one night. 
The calf is b adly w eak­ 
ened b y tb e loss of b lood, while a sad­ 
dle horse so serv ed is w orthless until 
the wounds are entirely healed. 
But 
t^iat is not the w orst result of the b ite. 
Tb e region sw arm s w ith a pestiferous 
fly that soon afte r daylight finds the 
wound and lays cjrgs in it. 
Unless the 
wound is properly cleaned and dressed 
w ith a w axy salv e w ithin forty-eight 
hours after the v am pire’s attack the 
anim al will b e destroyed b y the prog­ 
eny of tin* fly. 
The percentage of 
calv es thus killed is large in spite of 
the w atchfulness of the cow herder?.— 
P anam a Correspondent.
